Paris, January 23.—The demand 
of the entente powers that Holland 
deliver up to them former Emperor 
Wiliam of Germany, that he may 
be tried “for a supreme offense 
against international morality and 
the sanctity of treaties,” has been 
refused by Holland. 

In a note delivered this after- 
noon to the foreign office by the 
Dutch minister, Holland takes the 
ground that the Dutch government 
is not a party to the peace treaty 
which condemned William Hohen- 
zollern, and that it cannot rec@g- 
nize as an international duty thé 
necessity to associate itself with 
“this act.of high international pol- 
ley. of the powers.” 

It declares also that the con- 
“etituent laws of the kingdom, and 
thé tradition of the country, always 
a ground for refuge for the van- 
quished in international conflicts, 
will not permit the government to 
defer to the wishes of the entente 
by withdrawing from the former 
emperor the benefit of its laws and 
traditions. The declaration is made 
that the people of the Netherlands 
cannot betray the faith of 
who have confided themselves 
Holland’s free institutions. 

Text of Dutch Reply.

ATTACKS ON THE BILLS 
CONTINUE IN THE HOUSE 


United States Attorney 
Kane, of East Pennsyl- 
vania District, Sends 
Resignation to President 
Wilson Because of Meth- 
ods of Palmer. 


Washington, January 23.—Attacks 
on pending anti-sedition bills not 
only continued today before the 
house rules committee, but spread 
to the floog of the house, republi- 
cans and democrats joining in oppo- 
sition to the measures which were 
in turn defended by members of 
both parties. ‘ 

Republican members: of the rules 
committee, at the resumption of 
hearings on the Sterling and Gra- 
ham bills, charged that Attorney 
General Palmer had “side-stepped” 
the issue after asking to be per- 
mitted to present the need for ad- 
ditional legislation to prosecute rad- 
icals. Representative Rodenberg, of 
Illinois, one ef the republican mem- 
bers of the committee, after charg- 
ing that the attorney general hag 
developed a plain case of “cold feet,” 
announced that ‘tomorrow He woald 
offer a motion requesting Mr. Palin- 
er to appear before,the committee. 

Mr. Rodenbérg ‘said he did not 
understand why the attorney gen- 
eral had not appeared. 

Looks Like Cold Feet. 

“IT don’t want to impugn the mo- 
tives of the attorney general,” he 
said, “but it ldoks like a’ plain case 
of cold feet.” 

“We are sparring for pelitical ad- 
vantages,” said Representative Pou, 
democrat, North Carolina, “As for 
‘cold feet,’ I see evidence of ‘cold 
feet’ in this tomniittee. The attor- 
ney general simply decided to sub- 
mit his vigws in writing.” 

“Which was a very discreet thing 
to do,” Rodenberg retorted. 

The attorney general in a state- 
ment later in the day denied that he 
ever had promised his support for 
either the Sterling or the Graham 
bills, and said that the measure in- 
troduced by Representative Davey, 
democrat, Ohio, embodied his ideas 
on such legislation. 

Attacks on the bills in the house 
were made by Representatives 
Brown, republican, Wisconsin, and 
Huddleston, democrat, Alabama, the 
latter declaring that “industrial un- 
rest might be converted into politi- 
cal unrest by such measures.” 

How Law Has Been Used. 

Representative Burke, republican, 
Pennsylvania, broke into the debate 
to say that the Pennsylvania state 
law relating strictly to sedition had 
been used during strikes to prohibit 
“even two or three workers meeting 
in a hall.” 

The forces in the house favoring 
the measures were led' by Repre- 
sentative Husted, republican, New 
York, who, however, objected to the 
first two sections of the Graham 
bill, and Representative Blanton, 
democrat, Texas, who declared the 
republican steering committee had 


favored the proposed sedition bills 
until they were opposed by organ- 
ized labor, “and Mr. Gompers came 
with a veiled threat to the repub- 
lican party.” 

“The biggest auto¢racy in this 
country is that which stopped this 
bill,” declared the Texas representa- 
tive, adding that if members of con- 
gress would vote their own judg-

It is further assured that. the 
work necessary to be done will be 
completed well in time for grand 
opera week the latter part of April. 
This means the tentative contract 
already made for grand opera will 
he closed at once and very shortly 
‘the program for the 1920 opera sea- 
son will be announced. | 

The est annouhdgemenit which 
will be mde concerning the granda 
opefa season will relate to the guar- 
antee fund of $110,000. Enthusias- 
tic Atlantans will, as usual, com- 
plete this guarantee fund without 
delay. 

In the matter of the necessary im- 
provements upon the Auditorium for 
the purpose of rendering it more 
safe, there has been absolute co-op- 
eraiton all along the line. Both city 
rand county governments, building 
department, material men and all 
others have gune into the matter 
heartily and enthusiastically for the 
welfare of the city. Assurances 
have also been given that the labor 
necesssary promptly to build this 
work will likewi8e give its co-op- 
eration tor Atlanta’s good.

One of the first steps taken by Dr. 
Garner towards translating the va- 
rious sounds of monkeys was to re- 
cord them on a phonograph, and 
through this, !t was said, he ob- 
tained four or five distinct sounds, 
which when repeated to the animals 
indicated that they really meant 
words of speech. 

Professor Garner made twenty- 
three journeys to Africa in the in- 
terest of numerous scientific socie- 
He returned from his last trip 
in 1919 bringing with him what is 
said to have been the most intelli- 
gent chimpanzee ever captured. 

Because his age prevented further 
trips to Africa, he was planning 
with Clark Abbott, a prominent New 
York attorney, to establish a mon- 
key colony on the east coast of 
Florida, where he might devote the 
remainder of his life to his re- 
search work. 

Spent Thirty Vears In Africa. 

New York, January 23.—Professor 
Richard I. Garner, scientist, who 
died at Chattanooga, Tenn., today, 


spent thirty years in travel in the 
rench Congo and other portions of 
South and Central Africa, studying 
the lives and habits of animals as a 
representative of the Smithsonian 
institution of Washington, the New 
York Zoological society and other 
organizations for research in nat- 
ural history 

Hie attracted wide attention tI[n 
1905, when he announced that he 
was going to west Africa to study 
the means of communication by 
apes. He made several trips in an 
effort to reduce the ape language 
to writing and last May announced 
here that he had found a monkey 
in the Congo that talked to him. A

Former Government In- 
spector So Terms 25,000 
Civilian Employees That 
Drew High Pay at Mus- 
cle Shoals. 


INSTEAD OF WORKING, 
WORKMEN SHOT-DICE 


One Witness Testified 
That He Quit His Job 
Because He Knew That 
There Was Bound to Be 
Investigation. 


Florence, Ala., January 23.—"Don’'t 
stop the work, no matter how 
crude,” was the government policy 
in building the $70,000,000 nitrate 
plant at Muscle Shoals, J. K. Mac- 
kenzie, formerly a government in- 
spector, testified today before the 
house war expenditures committee. 

Mackenzie characterized the army 
of civilian workers, often running 
as high as 25,000, as “the greatest 
bunch of loafers on earth.” Be- 
cause of his inability to get con- 
atruction work done properly the 
witness said he told officers in 
charge that he felt the government 
was throwing money away in keep- 
Ing him on the job. 

“They were bringing in droves 
of skilled workmen when work 
wasn't ready for them,” Mackenzie 
said. “It was awful. I went to 
Captain Coles and protested. I told 
him it Was a crime, and he said for 
me not to get peeved, that the gov- 
wrnment wante dspeed, hang th 
cost. It didn't matter how bad 
work was, it stood.” 

Bad Management Alleged. 

Bad management on the part of 
auperintendents and foremen was 
responsible for delay and general 
conditions, according to Mackenzie, 
who declared the commanding offi- 
cer could have put the camp on a 
business basis. 

With proper organization” the 
Plant could have been built’ in 
shorter time and at much less cost, 
he said. 

E. H. Hardwick, of Sheffield, in 
charge of one of the Muscle Shoals 
mesa halls during the boom days, 
blamed the government for lax con- 
ditions, and declared with utmost 
frankness that he quit his job there 
because “he knew the way things 
were running there was 
be an investigation by congress.” 

Men became loafers because there 
was nothing to atop them, Hard- 
wick sald. , Describing the generai 
tendency R 4 lay off, he told the 
committee of having seen 11 steam 
fitters, who were supposed to be 
at work, shooting dice from 10 
o'clock in the morning until 3 in 
the afternoon, just as if they were 
playing at a picnic. 

Regardless of the loafing, how- 
ever, Hardwick said he believed the 
Muscle Shoals job was completed in 
rapid time.

That is for fupther 
determination, but, expressing only 
my own ideas, I am frank to say 
that I am absolutely surfeited and 
disgusted with the stories of care- 
less disregard of public moneys 
which the committee is hearing.”

Are Closed.

Washington, January 23.—“‘No 
foreigners need apply” has become 
the watchword of American finance, 
It refers both to United States treas- 
ury loans and to private banking 
credits.

Diet Salad Dressing. 

Beat up the yolks of three and 
the whites of two eggs, together, not 
separately, and add the following: 

One teaspoonful English (dry) 
mustard. 

One-half teaspoonful salt. 

One-half teaspoonful Paprika pep- 
per. 

A dash of cayenne pepper. 

One tiny grain of crystalose. 

Stir in one scant cup of vinegar, 
slightly diluted, if very strong. Pour 


all these ingredients into a saucee 
pan, and cook like soft custard, stir- 
ring constantly over slow fire une 
til the mixture thickens to the con- 
sistency of rich cream. Then see 
away to cool for several hours.

Training the Baby. 

The day he was born is not too 
early to begin the training of an tn- 
fant. The fond mother who “waits 
until he is old enough to under- 
stand” does both herself and the 
infant an injury. A baby forms a 
habit in thirty-six hours “for better 
or for -worse.” And _ further, = his 
habits are not mental, but physical. 
In other words, it ig not the upper 
brain that decides the young child’s 
action; instead it is those centers 


that make his behavior Instinctive 
like that of an animal. Heat, cold, 
hunger and pain only reach its in- 
ner consciousness, 

Regular feeding, sleeping, bathing 
and intestinal action must be ad- 
hered to if you would have a vigor- 
ous, healthy child. Haphazard at- 
tention to a child is bound to cause 
some disarrangement of its delicate 
organs. Good lusty crying spells do 
much less harm than to pick up the 
child to quiet it by shaking and 
fussing, 

It takes about two hours for food 
to digest so the baby must not be 
fed more often than every two 
hours. Three hours between feed- 
ines is even better. The physictan 
Will probably instruct the mother 
as to detail. Every three hours dur- 
ing the day and twice at night is 
the average practice. 

The bath should be given at the 
same hour each day. Three hours 
at least should be spent in the open 
air. As the child grows older and 
stronger it will sleep for shorter 
periods. Barring accidents a clock-

REPUBLICAN ‘ECONOMY’ 
WILL AFFECT GA, CITES 


Indefinite Delay in Even Get- 
ting Public Building Bills 
Considered. 


By James A. Hollomon. 
(By Constitution Leased Wire.) 

Washington, January 23.—More 
than one hundred citizens and towns 
in Georgia, many of them cramped 
almost to the point of inefficiency 
in postoffice facilities, and not a 
few of them righteously entitled to 
federal buildings fully five years 
afo, will have to suffer aw indefi- 
nite delay in getting their public 
building bills even considered ~ by 
congress. In the republican wave 
of “economy,” for campaign pur- 
poses only, the steering committee 
has decided that no public building 
omnibus bill, and no special bills, 
will be considered at this session. 

So pronounced is this new repub- 
lican “virtue” that the republican 
leaders are progressing backwards 
in irrigation projects in the Indian 
reservations of the west. Many of 
the important devefopments will 
probably be abandoned. 

The republican party launched 
reclamation programs to catch votes 
in the west; it spent millions of dol- 
lars in Montana, Idaho, Wyoming 
and other states where lands were 
originally reserved Tor Indians. 

Flathead Estimate Reduced. 

An illustration of what is being 
done is found in the Flathead In- 
dian reservation of Montana, where 
about 1,800 homesteaders have set- 
tled in compliance svith the taw 
with the expectation that’ they 
would receive supplies of water. 
The republicans of the house have 
reduced the Flathead estimate from 
$1,000,000 to $100,000. Theodore 
Roosevelt was president when con- 
gress opened the Flathead lands to 
entry. A republican administration 
was first to spend a large sum of 
money there. About $4,000,000 has 
been expended on the project thus 
far. ; 

“One thousand eight hundred men, 
under the law, which I deem to be 
equivalent to a contract with the 
government,” said Representative 
Evans, democrat, of Montana, “have 
gone upon this reservation, have 
taken up tracts of land, have com- 
plied with the homestead act, and 
have paid on an average of from 
four to five dollars an acre for the 
land. They are now waiting for the 
government to carry out ite Ween 
traet, complete the irrigation proj- 
ect and give them title.” 

This is the sort of economy the 
republicans are practicing. They 
opened the floodgates on reclama- 
tion projects, but would close them 


now on uncompleted developments 
and t*erehw lose all the monev in- 


| vested in them, violate the contracts 


of the government with the people 
who have taken up the lands, and 
cause financial injury and physical 
hardship among the homesteaders. 

Representative Snyder, chairman 
of the house committee on Indian 
affairs, has indicated plainly that 
he will starve the irrigation proj- 
ects by refusing to appropriate 
money to realize them. 

Projects Not Completed. 

“So far as I know,” said he on 
the floor of the house, “there has 
been no project completed, and so 
far as my beltef goes, there is no 
intention on the part of any one 
ever to complete any of the projects. 
The chairman of this committee 
proposes at this time, if it is within 
his power, to make some arrange- 
ment whereby some of this money 
which has hitherto been expended 
shall be returned.” 

The democrats appreciate proper 
efforts to economize, but they be- 
lieve that the republicans are play- 
ing politics at the expense of gov- 
ernment pledges. Mr. Snyder’s pol- 
icy is destructive rather than eco- 
nomical, 

An interesting feature in this 
“economy” issue is that despite the 
grave concern for the people’s funds 
entertained by republican leaders, 
and exemplified in refusing any 
constructive programs, such as riv- 
er and harbor developments, public 
buildings, ete., the same republican 
leaders unhesitatingly vote. public 
money without stint to their "smell- 
ing’’ committees in the effort to 
build. up their own political fences 
by discrediting the incumbent ad- 
ministration. True, the committees 
charged with “smelling” have been 
lost in the shuffle, but the pay 
vouchers to meet the expenses have 
not been lost. : 

Enormous Expenditure. 

The one record of the Graham in- 
vestigating committee to become 
permanent, is that of the enormous 
expediture of money. In addition 
to the hundreds of thousands dis- 
pensed by the committee and its 
various subdivisions the expense 
has been enormous. It is estimated 
by experts that it cost the war de- 
partment more than $125,900 to com- 
ply with the request of the subcom- 
miitted§ for documents and other in- 
formation. It is understood at the 
capitol that large fees have been 
paid to attorneys and others to do 
the work that members of the com- 
mittee could have done and were 
expected to do. Expert accountants 
have been paid to rehash and read 
expense bills. Democratic members 
of the committee predict that when 
all of the junketing has ceased the 
bill against the people will total 
more than a million dollars. 

The committee found nothing of 
moment to even criticise not to 
mention its inability to scare up Aa 
scandal, and-yet, while buildings 
and refused communities and rivers 
and harbore must stay idle, or fill 
up with debris, and great irrigation 
projects abandoned, the public funds 
are handed out to a lavish extent 
in entertaining junketing parties 
throughout the world.

“SMOKE NUISANCE 


Locomotives Responsible 
for Thousands of Dol- 
lars’ Damage to Proper- 
ty Each Year,’ He 


Claims. 


“The smoke from _ locomotives 
passing through the city and switch 
engines plying back and forth with- 
in the city limits ruins thousands 
of dollars worth of property an- 
nually,” says Cecil P. Poole, city 
mechanical engineer, in his annual 
report made public Friday, and he 
declares that by far the greater 


part of this smoke is totally un- 
necessary, being due to careless fir- 
ing. 

Mr. 
whom he can detail to control the 
smoke situation in the railroad | 
yards, and also an assistant to han- | 
dle gas complaints. 

In order to suppress the smoke 
nuisance, says Mr. Poole, one man 
would have to spend all of his time 
in the railroad yards, declaring that 
the experience of the department 
has been that an occasional correc- 
tion of locomotive firemen does no 
good whatever, but constant super- 
vision and correction is necessary. 

According to the report, with ref- 
erence to smoke abatement, 16 in- 


dustrial plants have been put on a 
law-abiding basis during the past 
year. Of these, five installed stok- 
ers, nine installed double-grate 
down-draft furnaces and two install- 
ed special furnace constructions. 
New plants are invariably installed 
on a smokeless basis. 

In investigating gas complaints 
made during the year the engineer 
reports discovering 27 abnormal 
charges by the gas compagy. The 
most extreme case, he says, was of 
a bill rendered for $212, which was 
finally settled for $82.72, after he 
had completed an investigation. 

He states that in the laboratory 
tests were made of 104 deliveries of 
gasoline, 37 deliveries of lubricating 
oil and 119 samples of stock feed. 
Of the stock feed samples, 13 were 
submitted for test either with com- 
petitive bids or for the informa- 
tion of the purchasing agent. The 
remainder were taken from deliv- 
eries of purchased feed aggregating 
305 tons.

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LET THE STATE FOLLOW. 


Atlanta has at last made provi- 
sion for dealing out a measure of 
justice to its school teachers in 
the form of increased pay.

An Expert Writes 
On Advantage of 
Forestry Laws 


SMOKE AND “WHITE COAL.” 

Cecil Poole, city mechanical en- 
gineer, declares in his annual re- 
port that the smoke from locomo- 
tives which are constantly, day 
and night, passing over the rail- 
road tracks through the very heart 
of the retail business section of 
Atlanta, “ruins thousands of dol- 
lars’ worth of property annually, to 
say nothing of the psychological 
effect on visitors.” 

Undoubtedly he is correct in his 
assertion; and the property damage 
resulting from the combustion of 
coal in this city is still further in- 
creased, and to a great extent, by 
the volumes of smoke that are con- 
stantly arising from our various 
manufacturing industrial plants. 

Either of these two major 
sources of smoke and soot and 
grime would by itself make the 
“smoke nuisance” an actuality in 
Atlanta, and one so grave as to 
justify attention being given to it 
by the city authorities; taken to- 
gether, they produce a situation 
that almost demands corrective ac- 
tion of some sort. 

As for the locomotive’ smoke 
nuisance, Mr. Poole suggests that 
it is in a large measure the result 
of carelessness, and can be greatly 
reduced by attention. 

Recently Mr. Poole suggested an- 
other plan which, if put into oper- 
ation—as it will be some day— 
would do away with the smoke evil. 

Briefly, that plan is to develop 
the hydro-electric power resources 
in the vicinity of Atlanta, electrify 
the Atlanta railroad yards, and at 
the same time place at the disposal 
of the industrial plants electric 
current to be used in lieu of steam. 

In other words, substitute the po- 
tential “white coal,” that is now 
running to waste down the Chatta- 
hoochee and other water courses of 
this vicinity, for the “black dia- 
monds” that have to be hauled in 
at great expense from Tennessee 
and Alabama. 

This is not only feasible, but it 
would be economical and profitable 
all round. 

This development, when it comes 
—and it is bound to come—will 
help Atlanta to become a clean 
city, a more healthful city; a city 
vastly greater both in point of in- 
dustry and in attractiveness, and a 
much more pleasant city in which 
to live, than it is now or ever can 
be under smoke and soft coal con- 
ditions. 

Pending in conference of the two 
houses of congress is legislation 
that is intended to encourage and 
facilitate just such developments 
as this in all parts of the country 
where latent water power is avail- 
able. 


TO PROMOTE DAIRYING.

And what organifaztion has done 
for the fruit growers, the cattle, 
sheep, hog and poultry breeders of 
the country, it can do for the dairy- 
ing interests of the Chattahoochee 
valley, if properly founded and 
conducted along progressive and 
constructive lines.

entire country and something of this 
kind is badly needed in the south. 


The Constitution has been a 
strong advocate of forest conserva- 
tion for a long time, and your read- 
ers have had many reminders, 
through the columns of this great 
paper, of the rapid rate at which 
our forests are being depleted. We 
have often been warned of the re- 
sulting loss in fertility of the soil 


where wasteful practice of lumber- 
ing does not take into account the 
condition that cut-over lands are 
left in, and your last editorial was 
especially timely in its reference 
to the results of destruction of for- 
est growth and humus on the head- 
waters ef our streams, This great 
newspaper has stood like a rock 
against forest destruction and waste 
and as we continue to witness the 
neglect of timber-land owners to 
their property and to this great as- 
set of our nation, we have thought 
that your “voice crying out of the 
wilderness” of neglect and abuse 
should be heeded by our law-making 
bodies and that suitable laws should 
be enacted to save our tiraber sup- 
plies from total destruction before 
it is too late. 


We may well consider, in this 
connection, one of the most impor- 
tant paragraphs in the excellent set 


of resolutions adopted by the 
American farm burtau federation, 
when the leading farmers of our 
tmp | met in Chicago last Novem- 
er: 

“We recognize that land owner- 
ship is stewardship, that ownership 
does not give the right to soil de- 
pletion.” 


There are a few counties in Geor- 
gia where definite plans for forest 
protection have been effective in 


recent years, in spite of the fact 
that no state aid is given and no 
interest taken by the state in the 
matter of co-operating with citizens 
or with the forest service. 


In the Blue Ridge. 

The national forests in Rabun, 
Union and Fannin counties are 
now receiving the protection of a 
small organization of rangers, pa- 
trolmen and guards, assisted by the 
local citizens, and there is also a 
privately owned tract of timber 
land in Union and Towns counites, 
comprising some 60,000 acres, which 
is under similar administration and 


protection as that afforded by the 
forest service on the national for- 
ests. A great change has been ef- 
fected, both in forest growth anda 
soil fertility on this area which is 
receiving proper protection from 
forest fires, but the good results 
here will continue to be of local 
value until the state sees fit to 
encourage its citizens and to co- 
operate with the forest service in 
this work. 


Prior to the establishment of ou» 
protective work in Union and 
Towns counties, at least 50 per 


cent of the timber lands here were 
being burned over annually, accord-. 
ing to the most conservative esti- 
mates. We now have a 
greatly reduced burned area 
on government lands and 
on all adjoining lands, while our 
records show at on this 60,000-acre 
tract the average burned area for 
the past four years has been about 
one-tenth of one per cent. The cost 
of patrol on this particular tract is 
two and one-half cents per acre per 
annum, and since this tract has to 
bear the entire burden of patrol on 
adjoining lands (with the exception 
of government lands) this patrol 
cost represents very cheap fire in- 
surance, 


How It Affects Georgia. 
From the standpoint of the state 
of Georgia, this protective work on 
the headwaters of streams has only 


been of local value since the streams 
on this side of the Blue Ridge di- 
vide flow into North Carolina and 
Tennessee. Our work here in North 
Georgia has therefore been of wreat- 
er value to other states and we 
have had a small part in the pre- 
vention of floods on the Mississippi. 
Our lookout stations along the top 
of the Blue Ridge divide could af- 
ford equal protection to the head- 
waters of the Chattahoochee river, 
but on that side of the divid@ there 
is nobody who wishes to co-operate 
with us and we are kept busy pro- 
tecting ourselves from the constant 
menace of forest fires which come 
up from the south side of the Blue 
Ridge. 


As these south slopes are being 
repeatedly burned each year and 
as our patrolmen have so often had 


cause to wonder why a state for- 
estry law is not enacted and made 
effective for the common good of 
all Georgia citizens, is it a remark- 
able fact, after all, that these pa- 
trolmen along the Blue Ridge di- 
vide have predicted a great disaster 
which would sooner or later be 
caused by the floodwaters of the 
Chattahoochee? Who can say that 
they were not surprised when 
bridges were washed away along 
that great river at many places and 
when the horrible disaster came 
which caused the recent loss of so 
much life and property at West 
Point?

Then victories for prohibition be- 
gan to happen all along the line. 
Alabama promptly followed Geor- 
gia, as the first of her daughters, 
and Mississippi, hér second daugh- 
ter, came not far behind. South 
Carolina, North Carolina, Tennessee, 


Arkansas and West Virginia fo)- 
lowed onto the water-wagon and 
the whole nation began to shout, 
“The south is going dry!” 

The fire started by Georgia spread 
with gathering intensity until by 
1917, when congress submitted the 
eighteenth amendment for constitu- 
tional prohibition, more than half 
the states of the union had made 
John Barleycorn an outlaw within 
their borders. 


Now all who are familiar with the 
history of the movement during the 
last dozen years are unanimous in 
according to Georgia the honor of 
leading the great final drive that 
won “a saloonless nation in 1920.” 

In the light of this history, 
Georgians face the challenge wheth- 
er they are grateful enough to God, 


and to the valor with which their 
countrymen have followed _ their 
leadership, to make ood in the 
present opportunity to keep the flag 
of Georgia in the forefront of the 
fight to make the whole world dry? 


I know they can, if they will, 
easily put Georgia first in per cap- 


ita liberality to the fund now being 
nationally solicited. Georgians have 
always been big-hearted, free- 
handed, missionary-minded men and 
women. When they have got the 
money they are neither mean nor 
miserly. hey have the money now.

New York, January 23.—Tragedy 
stalks over the home of 40,000 gar-. 
ment workers in the new strike sit- 
uation which may result in the in- 
dustrial paralysis of 1915 and from 
which Manhattan is recovering 
slowly at this late date. One sees 
only anxious faces now on lower 
Fifth avenue—dubbed Bolsheviki 
Boulevard—where the thousands of 
garment workers stream forth 
from the loft buildings on the side 
streets to parade during the noon 
hour, 

It is a new world to many who 
come from Russia and the Orient. 
At night they go from the Occident 


back to New York’s Orient on the 
East Side where the thunder of the 
elevated, the clang of cars, and the 
street rabble are as loud and as 
piercing as the wail of the roving 
packs of dogs in Constantinople or 
Salonica. 

When they are out of work the 
Russians, always moody, fall into 
a state of lethargy that is sullen 
and dangerous. The Orientals sit all 
day long smoking from long pipes 
and brooding. Agitators find quick 
response to their appeals and of 
course, it is true that many big 
cloak and suit houses were founded 
on the sweat of many generations 
of these workers. 

But the garment worker of today 
lives in an entirely different world 
than that of the worker of even 
ten years ago. His shop ts as clean 
and airy as sanitatior can make it. 
His hours are short. His foreman 
is not a taskmaster and his salary 
—well, many make more than $100 
a week. 

In normal times the Russian in 
his home and social life {s com- 
panionable. He likes to talk poli- 


tics, literature and philosophy, but 
when he ig on strike he is changed. 
He is dull and avoids all discussion. 
He wants to think alone. His 
grievances are always magnified. 


Consequently the home life be- 
comes funereal and drab. Children 


do not romp on the pavements to 
the hurdy-gurdy’s catch-penny 


tunes; The wine cellars and little 
cafes are lifeless. It is indeed a 
different world on the East Side 
when the garment workers strike.

Why Ignore the Left Hand? 

A great many wounded men have 
been trained in a comparatively 
short time to uSe the left hand‘ for 
skillful work. By some strange de- 
fect of their education these men 
had been trained to use but one of 


their hands for fine work—some fad 
or fancy of an ancient pedagogu 
that man, of all the higher animals, 
was intended by the Creator to be 
a one-sided being. 


Have we the right to impose on 
the young? asks Dr. Armaingaud, 
in an article published in The Bul- 
letin de l’Academie de Medecine, 
Paris. Have we the right to impose 


on the young such an artificial dis- 
ability? And he declares that we 
have not. He urges parents to train 
both hands from early childhood and 
he holds that the school authorities 
should insist on both hands being 
used in writing and other exercises, 


Writing is exercise, muscle work, 
refined muscle work, skillful work. 
So is reading aloud. So is speak- 
ing. By exercise, by carefully dis- 
ciplinedand supervised muscle work, 


supervised by well-trained experts, 
educated teachers, a child learns. It 
is for the mental development of the 
child that physical training is advo- 
cated—not for spectacular muscle 
overdevelopment nor for athlete 
prowess. And such physical train- 
ing as the school authorities in 
many places are reluctantly provid- 
ing is supervised, not by experts, 
not by teachers adequately prepared 
to give such instruction, but by all 
sorts of incompetent amateurs, 
young men and young women who 
just have a liking for exercise. 


The only arguments which can be 
offered against training both hands 
are without the support of experi- 
ence, mere hypothetical objections, 
theoretical notions, 

Some of the most efficient and 
broadly educated people I have ever 
known were two-handed—they could 
write equally well with either hand. 


There is some reason to believe that 
the proper development of the writ- 
ing center of the left brain (which 
controls right-handed writing) would 
tend to develop other latent right- 
brain centers, which are left unused 
in the brain of a right-handed indi- 
vidual, and that such development 
would make the individual more 
competent, more efficient, more re- 
sourceful and less susceptible to 
nerve exhaustion or brain fag.

Captain Thomas McCall Yopp, an 
inmate of the Confederate Soldiers’ 
Home since 1904, and one of the 
most gallant of the followers of Lee, 
paseed to the eternal bivouac of his 
departed comrades Friday morning 
at i0:20 o'clock. 

The end came peacefully, as be- 
fitted the ciosing chapter of a life 
as fuli ef service to bis fellowman 
and section eas was Captain Yopp's. 
Surrounded by “Ten-Cent” il) 
XYopp. his faithful negro bodyguard 
during the eonflicet of the «aixties, 
and bis @evote4 friend through al) 
the succeeding years, and many of 
the old heroes that fought with him 
from the opening 
ter to the dawn ef peace at Appo- 
mattox, Captain Yopp heeded the 
call of the Great Commander, and 


his spirit went gentiy to that land ;

Amick had no power to withdraw 
the warrant. The case against Amick, 
it was contended, could not be dis- 
missed until it became evident that 
there was no convicting evidence. 

Amick appeared in the courtroom 
with his left arm in a sling, impro- 
vised from a huge silk handker- 
chief. This was because of a pistol 
wound received 
December in a mysterious shooting 
incident in the Amick apartment on 
Courtland street. Although Mrs. 
Amick was thought to have fired 
the shot, she has not been tried for 
the offense, as there had been no 
witnesses and no convicting evi- 
dence could be secured. 

Mrs. Amick, who was In the court- 
room with he 15-months-old child, 
noticing Amick’s arm in the sling, 


said that “he only puts his arm in| 


a sling when he appears in court.” 
She said that he had Deen seen on 
several recent occasions driving an 
automobile with apparent ease and 
with the free use of both arms.

ARRESTED IN MICHIGAN 


Schaffer, or Shaw, or Sulli- 
van, Will Be Tried in 
Atlanta Soon. 


With the arrest of Charles N. 
Schaffer, alias C. M. Shaw, alias 


P. J. Sullivan, and some other’ 
aliases, a story that has for weeks 
floated evasively through the fed- 
eral building, has come to light. 

On December 16, 1919, the federal 
grand jury of the Northern district 
of Georgia, returned an indictment 
against Schaffer, charging him with 
using the United States mails to 
defraud. The indictment alleges 
that on November 28, Schaffer 
leased an office in the Southern 
Banking building, on West Peach- 
tree street, for a term of months, 
paying one month’s rent in advance. 

Equips Office Handsomely. 

The next step taken by Schaffer 
was to equip his office with hand- 
some office furniture and fixture, 
purchased On the instalment plan, 
and delivered to him upon an ini- 
tial payment. According to the in- 
dictment fake account books were 
prepared, showing accounts totaling 
$6,470. Stationeary was prepared 
with the firm name, “Southern 
Portrait company,” thereon. This 
name was also placed on the glass 
panel of the office door. Schaffer, 
assuming the name of C. M. Shaw, 
then advertised in a local newspa- 
per, offering to sell a partnership 
in a “legitimate, growing business.” 

Among other communications in 
answer to the advertisement re- 
ceived by Schaffer was one from 
W. A. Winn, of Decatur, Ga. Mr. 
Winn received an answer from 
Schaffer, asking him to call at his 
office, to discuss details of his 
proposition. It eventually came 
about that Winn was induced to 
purchase a half-interest in the so- 
called partnership for $1,000 cash, 
and notes aggregation $1,150, pay- 
able in six months. 


Shortly after the first of Decem-|/ 


ber, Schaffer informed Winn that 
he was going to another city, to see 
how his newly-formed “branch 
establishment” was progressing. 
Winn was prevailed upon to signa 
blank check, which Schaffer took 
with him, “in the event that we de- 
cide to open another agency while 
Um on my trip.” 
Drew Out Winn’s Money. 


That was the last Winn saw of 
Schaffer. Schaffer left the city and 
using the blank check bearing the 
signature of his “partner.” drew 
Winn’s entire $1,000 from the bank. 
The matter came to the attention of 
local postoffice inspectors, who in- 
stigated an investigation, resulting 
in the arrest of Schaffer Wednes- 
dgy in Charlevoix, Mich., at the 
instance of Postoffice Inspector 
Graham. He will be brought back 
to Atlanta for trial shortly.

Cincinnati Orchestra Delights 
| Two Large Audiences friday 


The Pied Piper of Hamlin had 
nothing on the Cincinnati Symphony 
orchestra when that organization 
lured to the Auditorium yesterday 
what looked like all the children 
in Atlanta. 

Fromaseatupinthe dress circle, 
the pit and the crescent of tiers 
around it, afforded a picture, be- 
fore the music began, like tne 
swirling of many waters.

He 
“played” on the violins, as if the 
whole body had been but his own 
sole instrument. The orchestra's 
swell on a single note was a fine 
item of its technique, which was 
highly developed, however, in every 
phase. Ysaye’s interpretations stand 
well a detailed scrutiny, but he does 
not lose himself in phrases. ‘The 
whole conception of a movement is 
put forward in illuminating style, 
which gives the movement its prop- 
er integrity. 

The Beethoven Symphony was man- 
na in the wilderness of modern “try- 
outs” which is the nature of many 
present-day concerts. The nut- 
cracker suite piqued the curiosity 
constantly with its endless variety 
of novel instrumentation and rhyth- 
mic oddities, and the Tannhauser 
overture, unheard for several years, 
and given a fittingly fiery and over- 
whelming performance, carried al- 
most the charm of novelty. 

Ysaye was many times called 
back to acknowledge applause, and 
each time accepted it only with his 
men, whom he directed to rise to re- 
ceive it with him. The clarinet 
part in the Mozart quintet was 
played with moving beauty by Jos- 
eph Elliott.

A mild epidemic of measles is 
prevalent in Macon at the present 
time, but the health department 
claims to have it under control and 
is taking steps to keep the number 
of cases to a minimum.

Heavy Selling. 

As result of the action taken by the federal reserve banks in 
raising the rediscount rates on loans secured by U. S..government bonds, 
there was very heavy selling today in Liberty and Victory issues, with 
a number of low records being made for all time. Originally the banks 
charged borrowers who were carrying Liberty and Victory bonds ex- 
actly the same rate of interest that was paid by the government on 
these bonds, that is from 3% per cent to 4%. Today the rediscount 
rate on such loans is 6% per cent. Hence the selling by holders who 
are carrying bonds with borrowed money. The 
charge such borrowers at least per cent, the rate the 
banks have to pay.

Copper Stocks Sold. 

During the past two days there has been a disposition on the part 
of traders to sell the copper stocks along with the rest of the list and 
in view’of this, the shares of some of the important concerns’ during 
the past few days have sold at the lowest prices for the current year. 
Today came the report that the price of copper metal has been shaded 
to 18% cents per pound. This, however, is not considered important in 
Wall street circles, in view of the character of sales. It is stated 
that during the copper market activity of last November and October, 
many speculators bought copper for January delivery with the belief 
that) the metal could be sold then for much higher price. This, how- 
ever, has not been the case and the month is drawing near to a close, 
these speculators are for to name delivery points and as a result three 
has been a scramble on their part to sell the metal which naturally 
had to be made at lower prices. It is stated, however, that the large 
agencies are still holding prices at 19% and 19% cents per pound in 
spite of the fact that buying at present time is much less active than 
it was in the past two months. 

Not Maximum Charge. 

There is an Impression in some quarters that, as a result of the 
sharp advance in rediscount rates on commercial paper by the federal 
reserve banks*to 6 per cent, that this is tke maximum charge which 
can be made by the reserve banks, in view of the 6 per cent legal limit 
for time loans. Such, however, is not the case, as there is no feleral 
statute confining the federal reserve banks to the usury laws, as is 
the case with the hational banks coming under the jurisdiction of the 
variorus states. 

There was much discussion in Wall street today as to the “effec- 
tiveness” of the new federal reserve bank rate of 6 per lee JB com- 
mercial paper. Inasmuch as this merely equals the maximum which 
the private banks may charge their customers, it seems to be the 
opinion in some quarters that there might be no great contraction 
in commercial loans. Jhe banks, however, are not philanthropists. 
It is not their business to lend to their customers and then to re- 
discount without making a profit. Moreover, there are tempting op- 
portunities for the employment of banking funds in the call loan mar- 
ket where the capital can be immediately recovered or in the time 
loan market, where 7 or 8 per cent can be obtained.

Washington, January 23.—Com- 
plete reorganization of the present 
machinery of the government for 
dealing with foreign relations is nec- 
essary, Shairman Porter, of the for- 
eign affairs committeee, told the 
house today during debate on the 
annual diplomatic and consular ap- 
propriation .bill. 

“It is not calculated to meet the 
intricate and complexing problems 
that now confront us,” Mr. Porter 
said. “It will be necessary in the 
reorganization to bring the econom- 
ic and political question together 
so that political and economic infor- 
mation may be considered jointly.”
